The scene Is very n««r the place 
■where, on the night of Sfpt. 24, 189:?, 
four young men of this city made a 
futile attempt to rob a Hm iington 
train, two of the party being shot 
down. On that occasion the railroad 
iiuthorltifs, under the kadorshlp of 
W. C. Brown, then general manager 
of the Burlington Missouri lines, ran 
dummy train loaded with policemen 
d deputy sheriffs, and the robbers 
were taken by surprise, their plans 
laving been tipped off by a treacher. 
uus confcUt ralt' 

In the last attempted robbery no 
violence was offered to the trainmen, 
and after holding the train 35 minutes 
it was allowed to proceed. Conductor 
Vox and Engineer Kust. in charge of 
the train, ran from the scene of the 
lioM-up to Napier, the next stop, and 
from there reported to the officials in 
this city. A dozen detectives were 
ut once dispatched, but tiiiis far no 
tangible clew has been found. 

The robber's gained an entrance to 
the express ear by compelling the en- 
gineer to call to the express messen- 
ger, and by tlircats of blowing the 
door open witlj dynamite. Ti n shots 
w«re fired, one at Conductor Cox and 
(several at Brakeman Gaut, but none 
took effect.

H3USE PASSES IMPORTANT BILLS. 



Both Branches of (lie Legldlutiire 
Adleara Till Tuesday So That 
Members Can Participate 
la Monday 's Election. 



Oolumbns, O.. April 4, — Owing to 

the municipal elections Monday, both 
branches of the legislature adjourned 
till Tuesday at 3 p. m. 

In the senate Mr. Royar of Tiffin, 
the Democratic leader, moved that the 
Willis taxation measure he made a 
special order for Wednesday, May 7, 
a date beyond the sesolon, but the 
motion was voted down by a vote of 
ii nays to 11 yeaa. Connell and Wii- 
helm. Republicans, who are opposed 
to the bill, voted with the Democrat*. 

Senator l>ongworth of Cin(innutl 
introduced a general bond Issue bill, 
which authorizes municipalities to is- 
sue bonds for any purpose up to 1 per 
cent of the tax duplicate, but the to- 
tal bon<i i.^sue shall not exceed 6 per 
cent of the tax duplicate, unless the 
people at an election authorise an is- 
sue in excess of this amount. 

Senator Wirt of Mahoning Intro- 
duced a bill preventing changes of 
venue in street railroad cases from 
countii'K in which are located cities 
of 100.000 or more Inhabitants. 

A bill by Mr. Chamberlain of Tx>- 
rain provides that eounty ccninii.-.^ion- 
era shall be allowed the a<tual ex- 
penses' incurred by them In connec- 
tion with their official duties in their 
own county, but in no year are tho; 
to exceed more than fSOO. 

Mr. Thompson of Columbus intro- 
duced a bill which provides that per- 
sons conHned in any penal institution 
shall be permitted to give hl« testi 
mony In open court in any ease in 
which he may be a party di fiMidani. 
but in all other ceses his testimony 
is to be taken by depositions. 

These bills were passed by the sen- 
ate: S. B . prc v idlnc for tli'- printing 
of the court ca!ei.<l;(r in Kiankliii 
county in the Daily Rcpoitkr. a le^al 
publication; S. B.. authorizing consol- 
idation 'of savln'gs and loan associa- 
tions with safe deposit and trust com- 
panies; S. B.. permitting township 
tiustees and boa:d.« of education, ex- 
cept in city districts, to refuud their 
Indebtedaesa at a lower rate of inter- 
est. 

The house passed the bill making a 
levy of 15 mills in the staie for the 
Ohio State University at Columbus. 

The hill to extend the time of office 
of the county clerks of the state was 
slipped through with very little de- 
bate. The bill extends the time of 
each clerk from the first Monday in 
August to.tke first Mobday In Jan- 
uary. 

The Pugh-Kibler municipal code 
was reported 1 ai k to the house by 
Mr Comings ati i hau man of the mu 
Dicipal affairs committee, but the 
nearly 200 amendments to the bill 
leave It in a rather uncertain shape. 
The subcommittee to which the bill 
was referred were not able to agret' 
upon many of the proposed amend- 
ments, and the bill had to comt; back 
with the simple recommendations in- 
stead of a substitute bill, aa might 
have been expected from the number 
of changes that were being offered, 
i^he principal feature eliminated it- 
tbe municipal ownership, upon which 
tha committee is practically agreed. 
Other important amendments offered 
are that common laborers and private 
secretaries are taken out from under 
the civil service rule, and there is a 
strong disposition among the mem- 
bars of Ike eonmittae to so amend 
the bill as to provide 'for an elcctlos 
of the different directors. 

In the House. 
Bills were passed by the house as 
follows: To give Inapeotors of work- 
shops and factories the powers of nt>- 
tarlea, and empowering them to take 
depoaition8> with regard to the enforce- 
mant of factory laws; to provide for 
full crews om freight trains (the bill 
wa« amendad so that offenders may 
have the right of trial b>- Jury) ; to 
change the name of the Institution for 
the Bduoatlon of the Blind to the Ohio 
SUte 8^M>ol for the Blind; to require 
that counter floora or temporary cov- 
erings shall be placed on every story 
of a building in course of c-onstruc- 
tlon; to require intarurtwns to furnish 
their «ara with toilet rooms, except 
where open cars are ubed or where 
Iba oars mska their destination with 
a 30 minutes; to protect livery men 
with the same regulations provided by 
law for tnnkeep»rs, requiring that a 
copy of the law he posted In conspic- 
uoua plaeee; to punish with Imprison- 
ment for life persons who throw vitroT 
or other caustic aubstaaces with ma- 
UojkMis iBtaaA to dliflgiirei
